The President's appeal to the 
nation’s press was met with a re- 
quest from some to ‘“‘spell out 
what he means.’ This he cannot 
do because so to do would neces- 
sarily be in the form of accusa- 
tion. This would result in defense, 
not cooperation. The press pretty 
well understands what is wanted. 
But the intense competition for 
news makes it difficult to prac- 
tice restraint and judgment. It is 
quite true that individuals would 
dispute what news might be help- 
ful to the enemy and which would 
not. Nonetheless, the more in- 
formed and responsible know. 


An Example 


An example will do. A few 
months ago a wire service sent 
out a story from a Southern sea- 
port city, declaring it to be the 
only one in the world where Po- 
laris submarines could be serviced 
with missiles. It was a Chamber 
of Commerce, boasting type story, 
declaring that this monopoly on 
ability to serve the nuclear ves- 
sels was causing Blank city to be 
known as the Polaris Submarine 
capital of the world. 


In more recent days, informa- 
tion has been serviced and pub- 
lished that Savannah, Ga., is to 
be the center for railroad deploy- 
ment of the Minute Man Missile. 
Still another news item identified 
a Southern university as having 
been selected to do highly secret 
research work in a certain field. 
These are three minor illustra- 
tions, but they reveal the evil. 


Even the less thoughtful reader 
must wonder at such casual dis-| 
semination which ought to be re- 
stricted information. Certainly a 
study commission to set up rules 
for a voluntary end to such prac- 


themselves must be restrained in 
their competition for publicity. 
Eager-beaver commanders, in- 
spired by inter-service rivalry 
often give PIO officers too much 
lee-way. 


We are, in a very real sense, 
engaged in a third world war. It 
may or may not*come down to 
full-scale shooting and use of ‘pu- 
clear missiles. But, it may. Vol- 
untary cooperation will be help- 
ful. 


Mr. Kennedy's request to the 
- press was but one of his requests 
for voluntary cooperation. Labor, 
management and ‘“‘business’’ have 
had appeals. It would be easy to 
panic the nation. The President 
carefully avoids this. But there is 
very real danger. The question is 
whether we will attain enough 
unity witheut the closer threat of 
disaster. 


Great Damage 


Southern political leaders who 
continue to give support to racial 
discrimination have been under 
private urging to understand the 
great damage done the nation by 
such practices. There has been 
some cooperation. But not enough. 
The exaggerated protest against 
_ the U.S. Attorney General's suit 
to have the state of Virginia pro- 
vide public education in Prince 
Edward County is a case in point. 


It is imperative that all Ameri- 
cans realize that, no matter how 
they feel about the fact of Negro 
citizenship and of the constitution- 
al guarantees, it is not possible 
for their government to remain 
indifferent to situations in which 
discrimination is in effect. 

What has happened in the 
Prince Edward County case is 
merely an, attempt, within the 
processes of law, to determine

The Swiss embassy, which 
handles all U.S. affairs in Ha- 
vana, began circulating word 
among the Americans in the 
country that it would be to their 
best advantage to leave. 


Castro did not order them out, 
the State department said in 
Washington.

Countdown 
Starts for 
Space Man

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) 


“}— The countdown began Sunday 


for America’s first attempt to fire 
a man into space. 


The attempt is expected around 
8 a.m. Tuesday. The “‘prime’”’ 
and “‘backup’’ astronauts have 
been picked, but not announced. 


They are in isolation in an 
aqua-colored ready-room at ‘‘han- 
ger-S,”’ three miles from the pad 
where an 83-foot, 66-ton Redstone 
rocket will hurl one of them into 
history as the first U. S. space- 
man. 


EVERYTHING READY 


As final checkouts proceeded, 
the word came from. informed 
sources that the rocket and its 
guidance system ‘are definitely 
ready.” 


The only things that might put 
off the flight from Tuesday, they 
said, would be some failure in 
the complex gadgetry of the as- 
tronaut’s cabin or clouds or rain 
either on the cape or in the down 
range recovery area. 


As of Sunday the cabin was 
ready, and the forecast for the 
next five days was for ‘good 
shooting’ weather. 


NAVY MAN OR MARINE 


Officials of the $500 million 
Mercury Man-In-Space project re- 
fused to identify the No. 1 as- 
tronaut until shortly before he is 
sealed into his space cabin on 
Tuesday.

Weekend

WASHINGTON (UPI)-~Presi- 
dent Kennedy cut short a Vir- 
ginia weekend late Sunday to fly 
back to Washington for top-level 
conferences on the growing Com- 
munist threat to the Western- 
supported government of Laos. 


The President, apparently get- 
ting closer to some urgent deci- 
sions on U.S. policy toward South- 
east Asia, met for about 90 min- 
utes with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S$. McNamara and other dip- 
lomatic and military aides. 


BASIC DECISIONS NEAR

porters as he left the White 
House that the session with Ken- 
nedy concerned Laos “and other 
matters.”’

U.N. BID POSSIBLE 


Most of the public discussion 
here centered on the possibility 
of some form of military inter- 
vention by SEATO Allies. They 
are pledged to protect the integ- 
rify of Laos if the little southeast 
Asian kingdom requests help. 


However, there also was a pos- 
sibility of some action in the 
United Nations, perhaps a request 
for a joint police action such as 
was conducted in Korea. Although 
such a move would be subject to 
Soviet veto in the Security Coun- 
cil, it could be approved by the 
General Assembly.

MOSCOW —The Soviet Union celebrated Monday in the first 
May Day of the man-in-space era in a buoyant, bumptious mood— 
tempered by the difficulty of getting food and drink. 


The traditional order of the day 
from Marshal Rodion Y. Malin- 
vosky, Soviet deferise minister, 
hailed what he termed the Soviet 
Uaion’s possession of “‘the most 
up-to-date means of warfare.” 


The May Day order claimed 
Western powers were “expanding 
their war preparations” and de- 
clared the Soviet Union in turn 
must “take all the necessary 
steps to safeguard the security of 
the U.S.S.R and strengthen its 
armed: forces.” 


The somber keynote proclama- 
tion came on the Communist 
world’s annual day of proud 
breastbeating. 


Scarlet and gold banners in the 
streets and joyous newspaper 
headlines boasted of Yuri Gaga- 
rin’s feat in orbiting the earth in 
a space ship. 

There was no mention of Fran- 
cis Gary Powers and his U2, 
downed a year ago Monday at 
Sverdlovsk and ushering.-in an ex- 
plosive new period of international 
relations. 


. Premier Nikita Khrushchev flew 


back from a Black Sea vacation to 
head the list of dignitaries taking 
the salute from atop the Lenin-

In line with the May Day peace 
program, Soviet officials an- 
nounced Sunday night that Cuban

Next On Agenda Is 
More Local Effort 


The 36-member committee of Georgia 
educators studying the Minimum Founda- 
tion pr ph ea with a view to improving 

school financing is making commendable 
headway. Its recommendations on distri- 
bution of anticipated federal aid and grad- 
ually increasing local participation should 
provide a valuable guide to the state 
board in financial policies. 


The committee suggested that expected 
federal aid funds be used for teacher pay 
hikes according to training and experi- 
ence, instead of a $700 across-the-board 
raise. This, in effect, backs up a proposed 
salary scale recommended by the school 
people and the state board in 1957. 


Equally as important was the recom- 
mendation which would equalize-local ef- 
fort through uniform tax assessments as 
the basis for distributing state funds. 
Meanwhile, the local share of MFPE par- 
ticipation would be increased to a mini- 
mum of 20 per cent for all systems gradu- 
ally by administrative action. At present 
the state average of 13 per cent local par- 
ticipation is one of the lowest in the na- 
tion, notwithstanding the fact that some 
systems pay 50 per cent or more. 


The committee was wise in calling on 
Dr. R. L. Johns of the University of Flor- 
ida for advice. This nationally known au- 
thority on school finance pointed out 
plainly that Georgia’s present method of 
figuring local “chargeback” is grossly in- 
equitable. 

: While suggesting a major overhaul of 

the chargeback: formula now, Dr. Johns 
said the state should move as rapidly as 
possible toward a formula based upon 
statewide uniform and equalized prop- 
erty tax assessments. He admitted this 
will take time. 

In the meantime, the state board and 
the State Department of Education should 
move toward early realization of the 20 
per cent local minimum for all systems. 
And in calling it a minimum, let’s remem- 
ber the national average of local partici- 
pation is more than 50 per cent.

What could prove to be one of the 
most worthwhile actions taken at the re- 
cent Peace Officers’ Association of Geor- 
gia convention was its unanimous vote to 
do its part toward promoting the tourist 
industry. 

Among the best ways to carry out the 
promise is through courtesy to visitors 
and firm self-policing to eliminate speed 
traps. Expulsion from membership in the 
association with subsequent loss of bene-

Fulton Jury Puts Finger 
On Where Money Goes 


Where does your tax money go in 
Fulton County? Why has the cost of gov- 
ernment skyrocketed in the past 20 years? 

The March-April grand jury came up 
with answers that should be of interest to 
all who help pay the tab for county oper- 
ations. 

It should be noted at the outset that 
population has increased. The demand for 
services, however, shot up faster. Es- 
pecially was that true in the fields of hos- 
pital, health and welfare activities. 

All told, expanded services comprise 
45 per cent of the difference between the 
per resident cost of government in 1941, 
which was $12.09, and today’s average of 
$38.09. 

Bond retirement accounts for another 
36 per cent; employe pensions, social se- 
curity and insurance} 15 per cent; and in- 
flatien. The same g s and services pur- 
chased for one doll 20 years ago, the 
grand jury poimted out, now cost more 
than two dollars. | 

These are the reasons the county now 
spends more than 21 million dollars an- 
nually compared to less than five million 
dollars in 1941. The survey did not in- 
clude schools, for which there is a sepa- 
rate tax levy. 

Those who pay the freight for Ful- 
ton’s governmental operations can find 
comfort in the jury’s finding that the 
county’s fiscal affairs are managed sound, 
ly and that citizens are receiving good 
value for their tax dollar. This is reflected 
in the county’s AA credit rating, “one en- 
joyed by few counties nationwide.” 

That, plus the fact that increased de- 
mands for services have to be financed, 
should make the tax dose more palat- 
able in Fulton.

Action by Gov. Vandiver and State 
Auditor Thrasher to strengthen admin- 
istration of the executive department 
through appointment of a budget officer 
for the audits division and the governor’s 
office will be heartily approved. 

The move fulfills a pledge made to the 
assembly and to the people to add: budget 
staff assistance to aid the governor and 
the legislative branch on pre-audit and 
other budgetary matters. As the governor 


and Mr. Thrasher point oilt, state spend- 


ing is now above a half billion a year as 
compared to 28 millions when the budget 
law now in use was passed in 1931. 

The choice of Ernest B. Davis for the 
post also will be approved. As secretary- 
treasurer of the state Health department, 
Mr. Davis has earned a reputation as one 
of the most able men in fiscal adminis- 
tration in state government. His ability 
and devojion to his work justify the con- 
fidence the governor and Mr. Thrasher 
have placed in him. 

As budget officer, Mr. Davis should be 
permitted to hire the necessary expert 
assistance he needs. That is the only way 
to prevent such hassles as the one over the 
recent appropriations bill and to properly 
plan and supervise expenditures of half- 
a-billion dollars.

Charles de Gaulle’s triumph over the rebellious French cant in 
Algeria. To the highest officials here, last week had been a week of 
utter gloom. It was gloom so unrelieved as almost to recall the black 
time at the turn of the year 1941 when the American disaster at Pear! 
Harbor had been followed by the fall of Singapore. 


In the American Hemisphere, 
the Cuban patriots’ invasion of 
pro-Communist Cuba,~which the 
United States had indirectly sup- 
ported, had bloodily failed. The 
life of Charles de Gaulle’s France, 
which stands at heart of the whole 
Western defense system, had 


‘been brought into question by the 


revolt of the right-wing French 
generals in North Africa. 

There seemed a real possibility 
that France itself might be rav- 
aged by civil war and thus that 
the whole North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization might be deeply 
shaken if not destroyed. 

Today, however, official Wash- 
ington rejoices that if the position 
in the Caribbean remains dark, an 
even greater peril has been lifted 
from all the allied world by Pres- 
ident de Gaulle’s unshakable firm- 
ness in dealing with the rebels. 

So tightly and totally is the 
West bound together, all for one 
and one for all, that this escape 
from common danger has been 
scarcely less welcomed there than 
it is welcomed here. 

De Gaulle has given to all the 
West a memorable lesson. 

When his senior officers muti- 
nied in Algeria, he, too, faced a 
cruelly dangerous dilemma. 
Should he act with ruthless force, 
though for all he knew then to act 


might be to bring shooting to his 
country—and also that he might 
fail anyhow and so bring a clamor 
of criticism and second-guessing 
upon his head? 

Or should he wait, and tempo- 
rize, and negotiate? The general- 
issimo did not hesitate. He acted. 

Kennedy in spirit had done 
much the same in his own dilem- 
ma. He had to decide whether, to 
strangle the counter-revolutionary 
action of the anti-Castro Cubans, 
which seemed then in fair pros- 
pect of success, or to let it go on. 
He let it go on. And it did not 
work. His command decision, 
therefore, earned the cold reward 
of failure. De Gaulle’s, however, 
has won the warm reward of suc- 
cess. So the free world has lost on 
one front, but won on  eegggas 

Thus it would appear, super- 
ficially, that the just use of power 
is justified by success but is con- 
demned when it fails. All the 
same, the central lesson of De 
Gaulle’ stands like a rocx of truth 
above all this carping and quib- 
bling. It has been put in a brief 
sentence by Max Freedman of 
the Manchester (England) Guar- 
dian in recalling a quotation from 
the philosopher Pascal: 
and right rule the world; force un- 
til the right is ready.”’

But Conerly fooled his bosses. He

highest priced player in pro football.

It was only an accident that he signed. Normally he’s back 
in Mississippi at this time of year. But the ancient warrior, 40 
years old before the next campaign gets under way, has embarked 
on a new and lucrative sideline. He’s become a model for cigar- 
ette ads. 


Chuckin’ Charlie is practically the last athlete anyone would 
Hand- 
some operatives like Gifford do most of the posing. Wéatherbeaten 


features like Conerly’s are not normally considered photogenic. 


But Charlie is an eye-catching figure in those oversize ads 
as he sprawis in a chair with studied casualness in full dress 
evening clothes, no less. The epitome of sartorial elegance, he 
looks the man-about-town in white tie and tails, poised and at 
ease. Like other professional models he is unidentified by names. 
Only those recognizing his distinctive appearance would suspect 
that this Admirable Crichton is a battle-scarred quarterback 
who is regularly hammered to earth by tons of muscle. 


There is another picture sequence in the series. This time 
Charlie is a gentleman croquet’ player, pausing to rest after a 
ferocious rally. Again he’s sprawled on a chair, the mallet lean- 
ing against the leg of his handsome sports outfit. Chuck Bed- 
narik of the Eagles, Joe Schmidt of the Lions and all the other 
toughies of the league undoubtedly swallowed their eating tobacco 
at sight of it. 


The odd part about this pictorial display of football’s least 
likely advertising model is that it is strangely effective. Conerly 
isn't handsome but the. strong character of the man comes birsting 
through that rugged face and gives it a muted glow of enormous 
appeal,

Few had previously bothered to pause and realize how much 
character Conerly has. It was always there, though. For years 
he was the uncomplaining fall guy for the fans. They rode him 
unmercifully, blaming all Giant failures on him. One season, his 
worst, he concealed. from everyone that a shoulder injury made 
short throws agonizing and long throws impossible. It wasn’t until 
the final game that -<Steve Owen, the coach, learned about it. 


“Why didn’t you tell me?” he said angrily. 


“I had to stay in there,’’ said Conerly, the stoic. “‘I was the 


only quarterback you had.” 


It’s only in recent years that Conerly has received the 
acclaim that is his due. When Norm Van Brocklin, expert among 
experts, discusses quarterbacks at length in his new book, he 
makes one rather startling observation. Writes he: 


“Conerly may be the most accurate forward passer who ever 
played.” 


The Giant quarterback has become the elder statesman. of the 
team by now. He's lost his monosylabic method of conversation 
but-he'’s still no extrovert of a spieler. However, he’s performed 
so many heroics that he's gained the blind respect of all team- 
mates. They'll do anything for him. 


For a man who commands, this is important. It’s something 
that young Lee Grosscup, the heir apparent to the king of the 
quarterbacks, will have to gain. And Charlie will perform his 
last yeomen service for the Giants if he can hold the fort just 
long enough for the kid to take hold. 


This may be Conerly’s last year. Don't bet on it, though. 
Ordinary rules don’t seem to apply to him, an artful dodger who 
ducks away from time as if it were an onrushing enemy linebacker. 
Eventually he'll be trapped, of course, but no one knows when.

Only Moe Drabow- 
ski got him out on a line drive to 
center field in the fifth. 


Mays drove in eight runs, four 
shy of the one-game record.

'Died With Him 


Monday night’s opera audience will hear Puc- 


cini’s “Turandot” right through to the final crash- 
ing chord, but this wasn’t the case when the opera 


had its world premiere at Milan’s La Scala on April 
25, 1926. 


With Arturo Toscanini conducting, the opera 
progressed for two and a half acts. Then,..as: the 
little dead girl Liu was carried off the stage, Tos- 
canini laid down his baton and told a stunned audi- 
ence: “At this point the master put down his pen.” 


For Puccini had died before he could finish 
“Turandot.” Italian composer Franco Alfano com- 
pleted the two final scenes from thirty-six pages of 
sketches. 


Puccini had fretted and fumed over the ending 
of “Turandot” for months before his illness finally 
overtook him. His problem was to make dramatic 
sense out of the frigid Turandot’s last-minute sur- 
render in Prince Calaf’s arms after having done her 
darndest to have him beheaded. 


What final musical solution did Puccini have

writers have taken licence with 
fact in other episodes. 


Southern route rather than the 
one shown in the program,” 
continues Bennett. 


“The entire trip from Atlanta 
to Alcatraz was made without 
incident—there were neo guas 
fired, ne vielence of any kind 
and no apparent plot te free 
Capone, And se on. 


“THESE DEVICES unques- 
tionably had the effect of creat- 
ing in the minds of a large 
number of television viewers the 
impression that The Untouch- 
ables was portraying a series 
of events that actually took 
place. 


“Certainly the facts surround- 
ing the original events were not 
completely known to the tele- 
vision audience, and therefore 
they were not equipped to dis- 
tinguish fact from fiction. 


As a matter of fact, the trans- 
fer of Alphonse Capone and his 
fellow prisoners from Atlanta to 
Alcatraz was carried out in 1934 
without a single untoward inci- 
dent of any kind, and hence all 
of the events dramatized in 
The Untouchables were entirely 
the product of the scriptwrit- 

“In any event techniques were 
used which effectively con- 
veyed the impression that the 
dramatized events were based 
on actual fact and I therefore 
direct my objections at certain 
scenes and sequences which 
cast doubt upon the integrity of 
Federal prison employees gen- 
erally and particularly those 
who were on the train, some of 
whom are still in the service: 


“1. In the television scene in 
which Capone was shown at the 
Chicago railway station depart- 
ing for Atlanta to serve his 
term, the remarks of well-wish- 
ers in the crowd gave the im- 
pression that a big shot crimin- 
al of the Capone variety would 
have no trouble having his own 
way in a Federal prison. 


This of course is absolutely 
contrary to the facts. No Fed- 
eral prisoner, regardless of his 


background, is given any spe- { 


cial treatment by virtue of any 
power or status he may possess 
in the outside community, Ca- 
pone himself was assigned to a 
7-man cell at Atlanta, given a 
job in the shoe repair shop, and 
required to live up te the same 
rules and regulations that ap- 
plied to all other prisoners. 


“2. Scenes were later shown 
in which Capone made contact 
with an officer (Lafferty) who 
was supposedly already known 
to him as corrupt. He was also 
shown making a pay-off to this 
officer, and another officer was 
shown trying to cut himself in 
on the proceeds. Through the 
machinations of Lafferty and 
Capone, the second officer was 
eventually liquidated by Capone 
mobsters,

The show went on to portray 
“Lafferty” passieg en te Ca- 


pone via a library book the date 
and time of the scheduled de- 
parture of the ptison train. Nene 
of these events, of course, ever 
took place. Te our knowledge, 
no officer ever succumbed te 
any bribery that Capone may 
have attempted, 


“On the contrary, our file 
documents the fact that the At- 
lanta officers were resolute in 
their determination that Capone 
received no favors or special 
consideration.”’

After hearing their history, 
even casual observers treat the 
battered footgear with respect. 
Peyser’s shoes have put in 23 
years of understanding service, 
which is a lot of time for a $25 
pair of black loafers to spend on 
the job. 

That’s where Peyser uses 
them—on his directing chores 
for many of television’s top 
shows. Their latest assignment 
was miles of dusty tramping 
back and forth at Vandenberg 
Aig Force Base, where Peyser 
directed ‘‘The Case of the Mis- 
guided Missile’ for the Perry 
Mason show. 


LUCKY 


“I can’t say where I first de- 
cided they were lucky,” says 
Peyser. ‘‘At first, I kept them 
because they were so comforta- 
ble. Then I realized I was being 
hired more times than I was 
being fired, so I started wear- 
ing the same outfit to work, just 
to keep my luck running.” 


Because of his work clothes— 
a sagging sweater, rumpled le- 
vis and the shoes—Peyser has 
been politely asked to use the 
service entrance of his Park 
Avenue apartment and has been 
denied admittance at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria in New York. 


He doesn’t appear soe con- 
spicuous in casual Hollywood, 
but his much-patched shoes are 
still notable. 


Peyser bought them in 1938 
and a year later the young ra- 
dio director got his first tele- 
vision assignment — directing 
the broadcast of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s speech 
at the Court of Peace of 
ve New York World’s Fair.

Peyser and his shoes have 
been on a busy round of more 
than 500 television directing 
jobs ever since, with such shows 
as Man Behind the Badge, Cas- 
ablanca, Perry Mason, Studio 
One, Suspense and others to his 
credit.

He was having make- 
up applied before donning a 
prisoner’s costume for ‘‘Bird- 
man of Alcatraz.” 


It was a victorious Lancaster 
who showed up at Columbia 
Studios brearing the Oscar he 
won for “Elmer Gantry.”’ 


In talking about his oscar, 
Lancaster said the award isn’t 
a signal for him to quit acting. 
But that’s what the future holds.

the payroll for six weeks until 
he could resume filming. 

The money didn’t all come out 
of Burt's pocket, but as a par- 
ticipant in the profits of “‘Alca- 


traz,”’ his return from boxoffice 
receipts will be less.
